Adopt Set of Principles. 


The statement given out by Mr. 
Cuyler is as follows: 

“The Association of Railway Execu- 
tives, representing 92 per cent of the 
railroad mileage of the country, adopt- 


eda set of principles that it believes 


ought to form the foundation of na- 
tional legislation necessary for the re- 
adjustment of the ratflroads to peace 
conditions. These principles are the 
result not only of almost continuous 
conferences among the executives 
since the conclusion of the war but 
of their earnest efforts over a period 
of several years to work out a perma- 


nent solution of the railroad problem |"

MILAN, 
WILSON 
WELCOME 


Honors Showered on 
Head of American 
Republic. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. —

MILAN, Jan. 5.—The crowds which 
greeted President Wilson in Paris. 
| London, and Rome were duplicated by 
the outpouring which welcomed him to 
Milan. From the station to the cathe. 
dral the people were massed in the 
streets and the square in front of the 
cathedral was choked with humanity 
which shouted “ Vivas.” 
The president, after his welcome at 
the station by the city officials, stepped 
into a carriage and faced a great gath.- 
ering in the square. He drove down 
Via Principe Umberto through crowds 
80 thick that the soldiers had difficulty 
in keeping them back. As he passed 
under the arch and into Via Alessandro 
Manzoni the populace was even more 
congested. 


Press Lines of Troops. 


When the procession passed down 
Via Margherita and turned into the 
Cathedral square, a wonderful spec- 
tacle spread before the eyes of the 
spectators. The flag of Italy floated 
from the golden figure above the dome 
Flags were everywhere and the masses 
of troops in trench helmets had diff. 
culty in preserving the line. 

As the president passed under the 
portals of the royal palace a roar of 
“vivas” followed him. The crowds 
insistently demanded that he appear - 
on the balcony of the palace to address 
them. 

Wilson's Visit to Genoa. 

The close relationship between Italy 
,and America found its symbol today 
in President Wilson's visit to Genoa, 
the birthplace of Christopher Colum 
bus. Despite a pouring rain, the 
Genoese fhronged the streets all the 
morning muffled in dripping 
cloaks, shouted their ecstatic vivas as 
the president passed along the 
once trod by the great discoverer to 
place a wreath on his monument, 
erected by the Italian Americans in 
the Piazza Acquaverce. 

The celebration also drew Inspiration 
from another great son of Genoa, Maz- 
zini, the patriot who with Cavour fur. 
nished the statesmanship and teach. 
ings in Italy’s fight for freedom, led by 
Garibaldi and Victor Emmanuel. 


Hlonors to Mazzini. 


On the Mazzini statue in the Piazza 
Corvetto Mr. Wilson also placed a 
wreath in the presence of a group of 
fifty or sixty venerable Garibaldians 
in red shirts, the proud badge of their 
courage.

Easy to See Difference.

The 
French reserved the privilege of con- 
sidering the matter of the one of the 
fourteen points which related to the 
freedom of the seas. 

On Dec. 29 Premier Clemenceau, 
speaking of the liberty of the seas in 
the chamber of deputies, said the so- 
lution was difficult and that he had 
so said in a conversation with Presi- 
dent Wilson. He also said that, in 
conversation with Premier Lloyd 
George, he [Clemenceau] had been 
asked if he recognized that without the 
British fleet France would not have 
been able to continue the war. 

Clemenceau answered “yes.” Lloyd 
George then asked if the same condi. 
tion would obtain if there were to be 
another war, and Mr. Clemenceau told 
the chamber of deputies that he had 
answered “no,”’ whereat there was ap- 
plause, 


No “Balance of Power.” 


In view of this the president's 
speech at Manchester attracted wide- 
spread attention, the president saying: 
“If the future had nothing for us 
but an attempt to keep the world at 
a right poise by a balance of power, 
the United States would take no in- 
terest. because she will join no com. 
bination of power which is not a com- 
bination of all of us. She is not inter- 
ested merely in the peace of Europe, 
but in the peace of the world.” 

Four days later, after these words 
had flashed over Europe, the president 
said in Rome:

Dr. MecCartan. “I believe that Presi- 
dent Wilson has the power to insist 
upon a republic in Ireland and that he 
can get the peoples of the world to reo- 
ognize the republic without further 
bloodshed.”

New York, Jan. 5.—[Special.J—That 


Laon was due to American naval guns 
mounted on flat cars and manned by 
naval gunners and that the navy men 


would have blasted the German fron- 
tier to pieces if the war had continued, 
was the assertion of naval railway bat- 
tery men who arrived here today on 
the transport Henderson. 

The appearance of the big naval

such rapidity that the bewildered Teu-. 
tons believed there were thirty of them 
in France.

.. RAIL SERVICE THE ISSUE. 

Whatever good has been accomplished in the 
operation of railroads either under private or 
governmental control must be preserved to the 
benefit of the people. Mr. McAdoo's demand that 
federal! control be extended for five years furnishes 
a subject. upon both sides of which a great deal 
may be said. But no discussion, however exten- 
sive, should be permitted to obscure the chief 
railroad need—not of ownership or of control, but 
the need for adequate and reasonable service. 

While’ we scrupulously cleave to ‘the demand 
for good service, ‘we must not reject, but rather 
welcome, any benefits whether they come from 
the era of privately controlled roads or from the 
period of somewhat bitterly contested government 
direction. 

Tie TRIBUNE does not assume to approve or 
reject the reforms offered by Mr. McAdoo as grow. 
ing out of unified operation; but these reforms 
are here restated so they may again be studied by 
the public for approval or rejection, for it is the 
public that must be served: : 

Maintenance of.the permit system so as to con- 
tro! traffic at its source. 

Maintenance of heavy loads for cars. 

Pooling of repair shops. 

Efimination of circuitous routes. . 

Unification of terminals. 

Maintenance of the “ Sailing day plan.” 

Consolidation of ticket offices. 

Utilization of universal mileage tickets. 

Standardization of equipment. 

Maintenance of common time-tables between im. 
portant points. 

Maintenance of high demurrage rates and uni- 
form rules. 

Establishment of through way billing freight 
from point of origin to destination. : 

Rendering unnecessary the rebilling by connect- 
ing or intermediate routes. 

Elimination of the old practice of paying in mile- 
age or per diem rental! for the use of freight or 
passenger cars of one carrier by another. 

Simplification of the old practice of apportioning 
interline passenger revenue. 

Utilization of water routes for 
crowded rail lines. 

Mr. McAdoo says these reforms should be made 
permanent, no matter what the future course of 
railroad control. Perhaps they should—perhaps 
only some of them; the public, which has had an 
opportunity of testing both private and govern-

COPING WITH CRIME. 

Every so often the police, and the courts, and 
the clvic societies get excited, call meetings, adopt 
resolutions, and allow as how they will do some- 
thing about the crime situation. The police say 
they make the arrests all right, but can't convict. 
The prosecutors say they get convictions all right, 
but can't get the judges to sentence. The judges 
say they pass sentences all right, but can’t keep 
the prisoners in jail because they’re always being 
pardoned. The pardon board says it does some 
pardoning, but it's all for the uplift of the human 
race. 

In the meantime the human race, as identified 
with the city of Chicago, keeps right on being 
burglarized, and robbed, and pounded over the 
head. Sheriff Peters says there never was a more 
salubrious period in loca) crime annals than that 
during which a number of our foremost miscreants 
were speeded a la the parting guest at the end of 
a halter rope. 

Hanging and other emphatic corrections give the 

thug element something to ponder over and debate 
seriously about. 
and he is bound to take a chance where the odds 
seem to favor him. If it is odds that he may 
not be arrested, or, if arrested, may not be con- 
victed, or, if convicted, may be pardoned, the crim- 
inal may be said to labor under some very fellici- 
tous auspices. Certainly, no legitimate enterprise 
could ask better protection against the hazards 
of commerce. 
Coping with crime has come to be a favorite 
and habitual pastime. But in the opinion of one 
who sits on the aide lines ft appears that if crim- 
inals sent to prison for life stayed for life, or if 
for twenty vears stayed twenty years, or if to the 
gallows went to the’ gallows, the inducements to 
mischief would be not so entrancing.

NEED FOR A SHIPPING POLICY. 

There has been much urging for a decent adfust- 
ment of the railroad question so that the middle 
west may be assured of competent service at a 
fair price. Like adjustment should be provided 
in the shipping program. which, just now, is be- 
ginning to show some faults. 

Charlies Piez of the Emergency Fleet corpora- 
tion tells the senate commerce committee that thus 
far only four ghips have been delivered by the three 
great government plants. Three ships have been 
Miivered by the $63,000,000 Hog island yard, and 
fe by the Submarine Boat corporation. This last 
lant was to have delivered 127 boats by Dec. 7. 
The Merchants’ Shipbuilding corporation plant at 
Bristol, Pa., has not delivered a single ship, though 
iis program was for twenty-four ships on Dee. 7. 

Our shipping programs have not turned out well, 
it may be concluded. Nor did the aircraft program. 
Rut there should aot be the mistake of dropping 
the shipping pregram offhand because deliveries 
have been retarded. ‘The plants have been con-

American manufacturers who contemplate estab- 
lishing factories in the Philippines to compete with 
the Japanese should study very carefully the indvs- 
trial capacity of the natives. In all parts of the trop- 
ics the peoples who live at low altitudes and on the 
sea coasis are either lazy or incapable of hard labor. 
They can live cheaply, because they eat little and 
wear less. They accept low wages, but they usually 
demand and get as much as they are worth. One 
white man in the United States does more work than 
half a dozen Filipinos in Manila, or Hindus in Cal- 
cutta. 

White men living fn the tropics degenerate quickiy— 
we hear of the beachcombers of the Pacific Isles. That 
is what @ tropical climate and easy living conditions 
do to the white man. Can we expect more from na- 
tives whose forefathers have lived there for genera- 
tions? 

In agriculture and industries calling for manual! 


can be employed to advantage, though three or four 
of them do not accomplish as much as one white man 
working in a temperate climate. Low wages offset 
the necessity for employing greater numbers. When 
expensive machines are operated a manufacturer 
must secure maximum production, and he cannot do 
this with native labor.

NEW FLSH AND GAME LAWS. 
MONG the tasks confronting the 
coming session of the Illinois 
legislature is the necessity of 
new fish and game laws. The 
last legislature enacted laws to super- 
pede the present ones, but they con- 
tained so many contradictions that the 
governor, on the advice of the attor- 
ney general, refused to sign them. 
Since then wild fowl shooting in this 
State has been a sorry mess of doubi 
and confusion due to the present state 
laws conflicting with the federal birc. 
treaty act. Everybody concerned is 
anxious to see this muddle straight 
ened by making our laws conform 
with the federal regulations. 
Other points for consideration wi'l 
be the advisability of a close season 
and daily and size limits on game 
‘shes. Under the present law one may 
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catch any number of fish of any size 
Illinois is the only north- 
ern state permitting such unrestricted 
fishing, and some anglers are 
opinion that our game fishes ould 
be protected during the normal spawn- 
ing season, and that a limit of ten or 
fifteen fish a day, of a certain size, 
would increase our supply of game 
fishes. _ 

There is also some talk of charging 
a resident license fee of $1 to all an- 
giers using a reel and running line. 
This would avoid putting a burden on 
the cane pole fishermen. many of 
whom would be unable to pay $L for a 
license.

BOLSHEVIK FANS 
CHEER REVOLT AT 
SOCIALIST FEST 


Dementia Bolshevikia held the stage 
at the Coliseum yesterday and spread 
into the 6,000 or so assembled as an 
audience. Cheers for the Bolsheviki 
followed each reference to “the revolu- 
tion ” in Russia, Germany, and Austria. 
It was the first meeting of the So- 
cialist campaign. The meeting also 
undertook to raise funds to aid So- 
cialists, conscientious objectors, and 
others who now occupy cells. 

John M. Collins, Socialist candidate 
for mayor, A. R. Robin of Detroit, Kate 
Richards O’Hare of St. Louis, and Ella 
Reeves Bloor of New York 
Chairman Clarence A. Diehl, in a Ger- 
man accent, praised the orators as he 
introduced them. 

Collins deplored the new Labor party, 
but hoped it “ will succeed in jarring 
loose the workers from the old parties, 
after which it will only be a question 
of time until they join the Socialists.” 

Mrs. O’Hare lauded the conscientious 
objectors. Mrs. Bloor defined  Bol- 
shevism as meaning “sympathy for the 
industrial revolution and its aims and 
deeds.” Mr. Robin said “the funda- 
mental problem of the Socialists is the 
capture of the government by ~ the 
working class and the establishment of 
a dictatorship,of the proletariat.” 

There were 300 government agents 
and plain clothes men present.

CHICAGO JEWS 
$744,820 
FOR GALICIANS 


Julius Rosenwald Offers 
$25 for Each $100 
Subscribed. 


Chicago Jews raised $744,820 last 
night at a massmeeting at Sinai tem- 
ple, Grand boulevard and Forty-sixth 
'street, as an opener for a “drive” to 
‘aid Jewish war victims in Galicia. 
The “quota” for Chicago is $1,000,000. 
Leaders of the movement expect to 
raise at least $1,500,000 before the end 
of the week. 

Julius Rosenwald announced that for 
every $100 raised, up to a million dol- 
lars, between now and July 1, he will 
give $25. 

The amount actually subscribed last 
night was $459,856. To this is added 
Mr. Rosenwald’s “bonus,” amounting 
to $114,964, and $170,000 contributed 
by the Chicago joint relief committee, 
which has been obtaining subscrip- 
tions from the Jews of the west side. 
B. Horwich is chairman of this com- 
mittee. 

Will Also Aid Chicagoans. 


It was announced that 10 per cent 
of all money raised here would be de- 
voted to the relief of poor families who 
suffered in Chicago from the recent 
influenza epidemic. 

Practically all the subscriptions 
came from Jews. Three were from 
non-Jews—-$5,000 from James A. Pat- 
ten, Board of Trade operator; $500 from 
Roger C. Sullivan, and $190 from Cleo- 
fonte Campanini, director of the Chi-— 
cago Opera company. 

It was stated that, while Jews have 
subscribed liberally to every war ac- 
tivity, nevertheless only Jews will be 
asked to subscribe to this relief fund. 
Subscriptions ‘from others, however, 
will be welcomed. 

Beginning today, 1,000 teams of Jews 
will comb the city for additional sub- 
scriptions.
